“ A WAR OF RACES.” 


Ano ther “ war o f races ” has begun in Mis. 
sissippi. 
The narrative is furnished by the 
whites, and then* is no likeliho o d that the 
negro es* side o f the sto ry wili ever be re­ 
ceived. 
But two acco unts, differing so me­ 
what in detail, are at hand. 
One o f these 
begins with the statement that a white farm ­ 
er’s gin ho use was burned several mo nths 
since, that he attributed the tire to incendi­ 
aries, at o nce suspected two negro es who m 
he had discharge» ! fro m emplo yment, and has 
since been wo rking with great diligence to 
secure sufficient evidence to w arrant their 
arrest. 
It do es no t taste a great deal o f cvi- 
d-nce to indtitx * a white magistrate to issue a 
warrant against a negro in Mississippi, and 
the length o f time spent by this particular 
fanner in the pursuit gives the accusatio n a 
suspicio us lo o k. 
But the w arrant was o b 
tained at last, and an o fficer was seut to serve 
it. 
He met » me o f the accused men o n the 
street and attempted his arrest, but after a 
blo o dy fight in which the o fficer appears to 
have been very ro ughly handled, he tied aud 
gathered a po sse o f a do zen white rneu to assist 
him. the intentio n being o penly avo wed that 
the o ffending negro was to be lynched. 
But 
the negro had also impro ved his time, and 
wbeu the o fficer and his po sse returned fifty 
black men aruied with rifles received them in 
ambush aud tired upo n them with such 
deadly aim that every white man was either 
killed o r wo unded. 
The » arrative cuds with 
the statement that all the whites and negro es 
in the vicinity are arming fo r a war o f ex ter­ 
minatio n. 
Ths o ther acco unt makes no men­ 
tio n o f incendiarssm. but relates that a negro 
who had been discharged fro m wo rk by a 
farmer had sto ned the little so n o f his cm 
plo yer in the garden la-cau-e he refused to 
talk with him. and was badly riddled with 
bucksho t by the bo y’s father. 
The massacre 
grew o ut o f an attem pt to arrest this Degro 
Aud the statement is repeated that bo th races 
are arming fo r a w aro f ex terminatio n. 
W hich o f these two narratives is co rrect, 
and whichever party is to blame, the affair 
furnishes a new demo nstratio n o f the fact 
that the whites and the blacks do no t "get 
alo ng” well to gether at the So uth. 
This 
massacre is o nly an incident o f the irrepress­ 
ible co nflict which has tieen waged since 
emancipatio n, and will co ntinue to be waged 
until the “ negro pro blem” is so lved. 
It is 
alto gether useless to argue this questio n with 
the white men o f the So uth, to sho w them 
ho w harmo nio usly whites and blacks live to ­ 
gether at the No rth, and ho w useful the lat­ 
ter co uld Ik* made if kiniily an i justly treated. 
The civilizatio n o f the So uth is different 
fro m that o f the No rth. 
It is a civilizatio n 
that had negro slavery fo r its basis, ami the 
fec'du!! o f superio rity engendered amo ng the 
whites bv two hundred years o f do m inatio n 
o ver a servile {>eo ple is no t to be eradicated in 
a day o r a generatio n. 
Senato r Ingalls ex pressed a very im po rt­ 
ant truth a few days ago in the declaratio n 
that the two m» *es co uld never assimilate. 
W e shall co me m uch nearer a so lutio n o f the 
who le vex ed questio n when this truth is uni 
versallv accepted. 
Then Co ngress will un­ 
dertake the co lo nizatio n o f the So uthern dc 


mro cs bv themselves in a state all their o wn, 
fo r which o ne o f o ur o wn W estern terri­ 
to ries co uld be set aside o r o ne o f the N o rth­ 
ern states o f Mex ico purchased. 
This is the 
o nly practical so lutio n. Em igratio n to Africa 
ami So uth America has been tried, but 
the negro o f the Unite» ! States is no mo re.au 
African than any white Am erican, and d» >es 
no t thrive in ttie So uthern hemisphere. 
But 
the separatio n here pro po sed wo uld o pen to 
the uegro es the same o ppo rtunities fo r devel­ 
o pment and pro gress as are guaranteed to 
o ther citizens, while the So uth wo uld be re 
lieved o f an element dangero us to its peace 
because o f this irrepressible co nflict, and 
wo uld at o nce beco me an attractiv e field fo r 
Euro pean emigrants, who no w avo id it be­ 
cause the n» *gro is there. 
If the negro were o ut o f po lities the so lu­ 
tio n wo uld be quick and easy. 
But the co n­ 
stitutio n makes him a vo ter, and bo th par­ 
ties strive to utilize him ut electio n time. 
Tiie annual massacre at the So uth co mes 
so o n after electio n, ami it is no t unlikely that 
the nex t mail will bring news o f awfully 
blo o dy wo rk in Mississippi. 
The pro po si­

Oates 
to 
dis­ 
franchise 
the 
negro , 
which 
is 
already 
practically 
acco mplished 
wherever 
he 
refuses 
to 
vo te 
the 
Demo cratic

ter. 
W hen this is acco mplished the negro 
will be glad to set up in po lities and business 
by himself, am! the co untry will be willing to 
aid him in getting established. 


ARE LABOR COSFLICTS PROFITABLE? 


The Bureau o f Statistics o f Labo r has is­ 
sued a repo rt upo u strikes and lo cko uts In 
the United State« , which co vers the six vears 
fro m 1881 to 1887. 
There were during this 
perio d *22,236 strikes, in which 1.323.‘203 
wo rkingm en to o k part. 
Befo re the begin­ 
ning o f these strikes there were 1.663,835 
peo ple emplo yed in the establishment« co n­ 
cerned iu them; at the end o f the perio d the 
num ber emplo ye» ! was 1,635,047. The estab­ 
lishments in which o r to influence which tdc 
strikes to o k place had reduce» ! the number 
o f their emplo yes mo re than 30.000 as o ne o f 
the direct co nsequences. 
Lo cko uts in the 
same six years to o k place in 2,214 establish­ 
ments. 
The emplo yes in these establish­ 
ments fell o ff fro m 175,270 in 1881 to 1(0,- 
148 
in 
1887. 
The 
num ber 
o f 
w o rk­ 
men 
lo cked 
o ut 
was 
160,823. 
In 
the 
strikes 88.5 
per cent o f the perso ns 
eng ag ed were men and 11.5 per cent wo men. 
Ia the lo cko uts 69 per cent were men and 31 
per cent wo men. 
In the five states o f New 
Y o rk, Pennsylvania. Massachusetts, Ohio 
and Illino is o ccurred the greater num ber o f 
these disturbances—75 per cent o f the strikes 
and 84 per cent o f the lo cko uts. These states 
co ntain 49 per cent o f all the m anufacturing 
establishments and 58 per cent o f all the cap­ 
ital inv ested in m anufacturing in the United 
States. 
Of the total number of strikes, 18 ,343 
were o rde re d by labor org anizations, while in 
the 2,2t4i establishments in which lockouts 
took pladb.%,7 53 were made by combinations 
of employ er!. 
In 10,7 53 strikes the v ictory 
w as complete; in 3.004 the v ictory was par­ 
tial, aud in 8 ,9 10 there was total failure. 
In 
th s lockouts, on the other hand, the fig ures 
are m o w fav orable to labor. 
In 58 4 estab­ 
lishments the object of locking out the work­ 


ingmen was attaiued; iu 190 it was partialH 
attained, and in 1.339 establishments it ut­ 


terly failed. 
The num ber o f wo rking peo ple who par 
ticipste» ! in successful strikt*s was o l3,->83, 
the uutuber who participated in partially sue 
cessful strikes was 143.976. and the uuniber 
iu the failure's was 660,396. 
In 4.344 estab­ 
lishments the strikes were begun fo r a rciluc- 
tio n o f ho urs o f labo r. 
In 1,056 eases the o b­ 
ject was gained; in 900 it was paitially 
gaineil. atul in 2,323 it failed entirely. 
An 
increase o f wages was so ught in 9,439 case’s, 
and in 6,229 it was attained; in 79 6success was 
partial, and iu 2.415 the struggle was witho ut 


result. 
The statistics o f lo sses iu these labo r co n 
tliets o f six years sho w that in the strikes the 
wo rkingmen lo st $51.811.723, aud as a result 
o f the lo cko uts $*¡.157.717. o r abo ut $40 fo r 
each man and wo man co ncerned. To suppo rt 
the strikers atul the lo cki-d-o ut $4,430.195 was 
co ntributed by labo r o rganizatio ns. 
The lo ss 
o f em plo yer*during the strikes was $30,(01- 
553. and in the lo cko uts $3,462 ,261 . 
On the who le it appears that the effo rt to 
adjust labo r questio ns by fo ree is a failure. 
It takes a l» ng time usually to effect a vic­ 
to ry, a result generally quite do ubtful, and 
when it is secured a great ileal o f labo r has to 
lie do ne befo re the l» ws is reco vered fro tu. 
We recall a strike fo r an advance o f 13 cents 
a day by so me peo ple who se average wages 
were $1.50 per »lay. They wete successful 
•ifter waiting in idleness L>r abo ut three 
mo nths. 
They lo -t a'o >ut $117 each. 
To 
reco ver this lo ss fro tu the advance o f 15cents 
a day wo uld require 780 days, o r abo ut two

“ A WAR OF RACES.” 


Another ** war of races ” has begun in Mis. 
sissippi. 
The narrative is furnished by the 
whites, and there is no likelihood that the 
negroes’ side of the story wili ever be re­ 
ceived. 
But two accounts, differing some­ 
what in detail, are at hand. One of these 
begins with the statemeut that a white farm­ 
er's gin house was burned several months 
since, that he attributed the fire to incendi­ 
aries. at once suspected two negroes whom 
he had discharged from employment, and has 
since been working with great diligence to 
secure sufficient evidence to warrant their 
arrest. 
It does not tafcc a great deal of evi- 
dtnce to induce a white magistrate to issue a 
warrant against a negro in Mississippi, and 
the length of time spent by this particular 
farmer in the pursuit gives the accusation a 
suspicious look. 
But the warrant was ob 
taiued at last, aud an officer was sent to serve 
it. 
He met one of the accused men on the 
street and attempted his arrest, but after a 
bloody fight in whicli the officer appears to 
have been very roughly handled, he fled aud 
gathered a posse of a dozen white men to assist 
him. the intention being openly avowed that I 
the offending negro was to be lynched. 
But 
the negro had also improved his time, and 
wheu the officer and his posse returned fifty 
black men armed with rifles received them in 
ambush and tired upon them with such 
deadly aim that every white man was either 
killed or wounded. The narrative ends with 
the statement that all the whites and negroes 
in the vicinity are arming for a war of exter­ 
mination. Ths other account makes no men­ 
tion of incendiarssm. but relates that a negro 
who had been discharged from work by a 
farmer had stoned the little son oí his em­ 
ployer in the garden because he refused to 
talk with him, and was badly riddled with 
buckshot by the boy’s father. 
The massacre 
grew out of an attempt to arrest this negro. 
And the statemeut is repeated that both races 
are arming for a war of extermination. 
Which of these two narratives is correct, 
and whichever party is to blame, the affair 
furnishes a new demonstration of the fact 
that the whites and the blacks do not “get 
along” well together at the South. 
This 
massacre is only an incident of the im-pte»*- 
ible conflict which has been waged since 
emancipation, and will continue to be waged 
until the “ negro problem" is solved. 
It is 
altogether useless to argue this question with 
the white men of the South, to show them 
how harmoniously whites and blacks live to­ 
gether at the North, and how useful the lat­ 
ter could la* made if kindly and justly treated. 
The civilization of the South is different 
from that of the North. 
It is a civilization 
that had uegro slavery for its basis, aud the 
feci ¡tie of superiority engendered among the 
whites by two hundred years of domination 
over a servile i>eopleis not to be eradicated in 
a day or a generation. 
Senator Ingalls expressed a very import­ 
ant truth a few days ago in the declaration 
that the two races could never assimilate 
We shall come much nearer a solution of the 
whole vexed question when this truth is uni­ 
versally accepted. Then Congress will un 
dertake the colonization of the Southern ne 
groes by themselves in a state all their own 
for which one of our own Western terri 
lories could be set aside or one of the North­ 
ern states of Mexico purchased. This is the 
only practical solution. Emigration to Africa 
and South America has been tried, but 
the negro of the United States is uo more.au 
African than any white American, aud does 
not thrive in the Southern hemisphere. 
But 
the separation here proposed would open to 
the negroes the same opportunities for drvel 
opmect and progress as are guaranteed to 
other citizens, while the South would be re 
lieved of an element dangerous to its peace 
because of this irrepressible conflict, aud 
would at once become an attractive field for 
European emigrants, who now avoid it be 
cause the negro is there. 
If the negro were out of politics the solu 
tion would be quick and easy. 
But the con 
atitution makes him a voter, and both par 
ties strive to utilize him at election time 
Tiic annual massacre at the South comes 
soon after election, and it is not unlikely that 
the next mail will bring news of awfully 
bloody work in Mississippi. 
The proposi 
lion 
of 
Congressman 
Oatea 
to 
dis 
franchise the negro, 
which is 
already 
practically 
accomplished 
wherever 
he 
refuses 
to 
vote 
the 
Democratic 
ticket, and to accept the reduced representa 
tion provided for in the constitution as a con 
sequence, goes to the very root of the mat 
ter. 
When this is accomplished the negro 
will be glad to set up in politics and business 
by himself, and the country will be willing to 
aid him in getting established. 


inginen was attaiued; iu 190 it was partially I 
attained, and in 1.389 establishments it ut­ 
terly failed. 
The number of working people who par­ 
ticipated in successful strikes was 513,588; 
the number who participated in partially suc­ 
cessful strikes was 143.976. and the uumber 
in the failures was 660,396. 
In 4.314 estab­ 
lishments the strikes were begun for a reduc­ 
tion of hours of labor. 
In 1,055 cases the ob­ 
ject was gained: in 966 it was paitially 
gained, and in 2,323 it failed entirely. 
An 
increase of wages was sought in 9,439 cases, 
aud iu 6,229 it was attained; in 79*5 success was 
partial, and iu 2,415 the struggle was without 
result. 
The statistics of losses iu these labor con­ 
flicts of six years show that in the strikes the 
workingtneu lost $51.811.733. and as a result 
of the lockouts $8,157,717, or about $10 for 
each man and woman concernía!. To support 
the strikers and the locked-out $4,430.195 was 
contributed by labor organizations. 
The loss 
of employers during the strikes was $30,701.- 
553, and in the lockouts $3,462,261. 
On the whole it appears that the effort to 
adjust labor questions by force is a failure. 
It takes a hug time usually to effect a vic­ 
tory, a result generally quite doubtful, and 
when it is secured a great deal of labor has to 
lie done before the loss is recovered from. 
We recall a strike for an advance of 15 cents 
a day by some people whose average wages 
were $1.50 per day. They wete successful 
after waiting iu idleness for about three 
months. 
T hey lost about $117 each. 
To 
recover this loss from the advance of 15 cents 
a day would require 780 days, or about two 
years and a half.

ARE LABOR CONFLICTS PROFITABLE? 


The Bureau of Statistics of Labor has D 
sued a report upon strikes and lockouts In 
the United States, which covers the six tears 
from 1881 to 1887. There were during this 
period -22,239 strikes, in which 1.323.203 
workingmen took part. 
Before the begin 
ning of these strikes there were 1.665,835 
people employed in the establishments con 
cerned Iu them; at the end of the period the 
number employed was 1,635.047. The estal 
lishmcnu in which or to iufluenee which the 
strikes took placa had reduced the number 
of their employes more than 30.000 as one of 
the direct consequences. 
Lockouts in the 
same six years took place in 2,214 establish 
ments. The employes in these establish 
ments fell off from 175,270 in 1881 to 170, 
146 
in 
1887. 
The 
number of work 
men 
locked 
out 
was 
160,823. 
In 
the strikes 88.5 per cent of the persons 
engaged were men and 11.5 per cent women 
la the lockouts 69 per cent were men and 31 
per cent women. 
In the five slates of New 
York, Pennsylvania. Massachusetts, Ohio 
•nd Illinois occurred the greater number of 
these disturbances—75 per cent of the strikes 
and 84 per cent of the lockouts.

BLOODY RIOT IN THE SOUTH. 


W H ITE AND CO LO RED MEN K ILLED IN 


M ISSISSIPPI.

M e m p h i s, T enn., D ec. 18. — A special to 
the Ava la nche from Columbus, Miss., says: 
Reports reached here, yesterday, of a riot be­ 
tween whites and negroes, at W ukulak, Miss., 
a station on the Mobile & Ohio Railroad, of 
about 200 inhabitants, that surpasses in hor­ 
ror anything that has happened in this State 
for years, and recalls most forcibly the 
bloody riots of 1875. 
T he particulars gath­ 
ered from the most reliable sources are as 
fallows: 
Sunday evening, two boys, one 
white, the other a negro, got into a tight. 
Thom as N icholson,.the father of the w hite 
boy, attem pted to separate them ,when Maury, 
the father of the negro, jumped on him and 
beat him most terribly. 
N icholson swore 
out a warrant against Maury, w hich was 
placed in the hands of the constable. The con­ 
stable, after searching for Maury, found him 
with a crowil of other negroes barricaded in 
a house. 
T hey refused to pay any attention 
to the officer or his warrant and defied the 
law, saying Maury should not be arrested. 
Not satisfied w ith defying the law they at­ 
tacked the officer and beat him until he was 
more dead than alive before they w ould siL- 
low him to go. 
He returned to the town and 
summoned a posse of 12 white men, w ho pro­ 
ceeded at once to the point where the negroes 
were fortified, to demand the surrender of 
Maury. 
T he negroes, however, had aban­ 
doned their house and were secreted in the 
woods near by, and as the coustable with 
his posse neared the house they were fired 
upon from the ambush. 
Constable Cobb aud 
four of his posse fell dead at the first volley, 
and there was only one man am ong the 12 
who escaped entirely whole, som e of them 
being very seriously wounded. 
T he whites, 
seeing that they were only a handful com ­ 
pared to the large crowds of negroes, who 
were opposed to them, and who numbered 
several hundred, retreated, leaving their dead 
on the field, and followed by the jeers and 
shouts of the black murderers, 
w bo were 
armed to the teeth and had used double-bar­ 
relled shot-guns with 
such 
deadly effect

on the evening train. 
Telegram s were sent 
from various points and preparations were 
made at alm ost every place along the line to 
send squads of armed men to the rescue. T he 
negroes have not been idle. 
Reports from 
the country w here they are congregating 
state that their number is being continually 
iucreased by reiuforcem ents and that they 
are fu lly armed and determined to fight to 
the end. 
A dvices have just been received 
from the scene of the trouble that the negroes 
have becom e alarmed at the number of rein­ 
forcem ents w hich the w hites have received 
from all quarters and have retreated to the 
swam ps, where they are fortifying them selves 
and m aking every preparation to 
resist 
attacks. 
T hey are armed with shot-guns, 
muskets and pistols and are abundantly sup­ 
plied with am m unition. 
The w hites are 
mostly armed w ith W inchester rifles, shot­ 
guns and some side arms, and are determined 
to put a stop to all such outbreaks. 
The 
present scene of the trouble is about five 
miles from W ahaiak aud reports are hard to 
get. 
T he telegraph office is crow ded with 
eager faces w aiting to catch every rumor 
from the seat of war.

Memphis, Teun., Dec. 18.—A special to 
the Avalanche from Columbus, Miss., says: 
Reports reached here, vesterday, of a riot be­ 
tween whites aud negroes, at W ahulak, Miss., 
a stutiou on the Mobile & Ohio Railroad, of 
about 200 inhabitants, that surpasses in hor­ 
ror anything that has happened in this State 
for years, and recalls most forcibly the 
bloody riots of 1875. 
The particulars gath­ 
ered from the most reliable sources are as 
fallows: 
Suuday cveuing, two boys, one 
white, the other a negro, got into a tight. 
Thomas Nicholson,.the futlier of the white 
boy, attempted to separate them,when Maury, 
the father of the negro, jum ped on him and 
beat him most terribly. 
Nicholson swore 
out a warrant against Maury, which was 
placed in the hands of the constable. The con­ 
stable, after searching for Maury, found him 
with a crowd of other negroes barricaded in 
a house. 
They refused to pay any attention 
to the officer or his w arrant and defied the 
law, saying Maury should not be arrested. 
Not satisfied with defying the law they at­ 
tacked the officer aud beat him until he wus 
more dead thau alive before they would al­ 
low him to go. 
He returned to tlie town and 
summoned a posse of 12 white men, who pro­ 
ceeded at once to the point where the negroes 
were fortified, to demand the surrender of 
Maury. 
The negroes, however, liad aban- 
doued Iheir bouse and were secreted in f he 
woods near by, and as the constable with 
his posse neared the house they were fired 
upon from the ambush. 
Constable Cobb aud 
four of bis posse fell dead at the first volley, 
and there was only one man among the 12 
who escaped entirely whole, some of them 
being very seriously wounded. 
The whites, 
seeing that they were only a handful com­ 
pared to the large crowds 
of 
negroes, who 
were opposed to them, aud who numbered 
several hundred, retreated, leaviog their dead 
ou the field, and followed by the jeers and 
shouts of the black murderers, who were 
armed to the teeth and had used double-bar­ 
relled shot-guus with such deadly 
effect 
on 
the 
officers 
of 
the 
law. 
Upon 
the 
return 
of 
the 
rem nant 
of 
the 
posse 
to 
the 
Io w d , 
the 
scene was oue of the wildest excitement. The 
situation was telegraphed to the neighboring 
towns and preparations were at once made to 
attack the negroes as soon as reinforcements 
arrived. 
The news of the slaughter caused 
intense excitement wherever it was made 
known. 
Offers of assistance came from all 
quarteis. 
A special train was made up at 
Meridian, with about 75 determined men 
aboard, and left for the scene of the conflict. 
This number was increased at every station 
along tho road. 
No engine could be had 
north of W ahalak to take a special train, 
but preparations were made at all poiuls to get 
on the evening train. 
Telegrams were sent 
from various points and preparations were 
made at almost every place along the line to 
send squads of armed men to the rescue. The 
negroes have not been idle. 
Reports from 
the country where they are congregating 
state that their number is being continually 
lucreased by reiuforcements and that they 
are fully armed and determ ined to fight to 
the end. 
Advices have just been received 
from the scene of the trouble that the negroes 
have become alarmed at the number of rein­ 
forcements which the whites have received 
from all quarters and have retreated to the 
swamps, where they are fortifying themselves 
and making every preparation to 
resist 
attacks. 
They are armed with shot-guns, 
muskets and pistols and are abundantly sup­ 
plied with ammunition. 
The whites are 
mostly armed wilh W inchester ritles, shot­ 
guns and some side arms, and are determined 
to put a stop to all such outbreaks. 
The 
present scene of the (rouble is about five 
miles from W ahalak aud reports are hard to 
get. 
The telegraph office is crowded with 
eager faces waiting to catch every rumor 
from the seat of war. 
The latest reports are 
to

This, of course, in­ 
creases the excitement here, and reports of 
an encounter are hourly expected.

thing but reassuring. 
The militia here have 
made every precaution, aud are ready to 
leave at any moment, but up to the present 
writing have received no orders from the 
Governor, and will not go as an organiza­ 
tion 
without 
orders.

Since the bulletins at the Dispatch office have 
been discontinued the negroes have quieted 
down and dispersed.

Tho affair is greatly regretted by all good 
citizens who foresee that much bloodshed 
may be the result, and while there is uo 
doubt as to who will be the victors when the 
crisis comes,still it isa most deplorable affair.

Mai ius Schooumaker, iu his history of 
Kingston, says : "In the early days of our 
history, and, indeed, until the successful op­ 
eration of the steamlwat, communication 
with New-York City* and Kingston was by 
suiling vessels. The principal part of the 
vessel was devoted to freight. The cabin iu 
the stern was titled up w ith 10 or a dozen 
berths for the accommodation of passengers 
and the forecastle in front for cooking pur­ 
poses aud the convenience of the crew. As 
it was then usually a voyage occupying 
from two to three days, aud sometimes more, 
depending on wind and tide, those intending 
to go for business or pleasure usually sought 
to procure congenial company for the voy­ 
age. Frequently, if brought to anchor by 
both wind and tide being adverse, some of 
the passengers would land and have a jollv 
time on shore for an hour or more picking 
and eating berries or fruits in their season or 
wandering about in the woods or village. 
The passenger was at liberty cither to furnish 
his own provisionsor tioard with the Captain 
at the sloop’s table. Usually well-to-do peo­ 
ple made ample provision of cooked eatables 
iu their chests for their journey back and 
forth, and for which gvnerallv their poultry 
roosts were made to suffer. IJuriDg the voy 
age every one was expected to have a good 
time, and they laid themselves out for its en­ 
joyment. - One end of the chests in use in 
use in those days was usually fitted with com­ 
partments for safely cairying the old-fash­ 
ioned Holland gin flasks. and it was not con­ 
sidered fully stocked while they were empty.”

“ A WAR OF RACES.” 


Another *' war of races ” has berlin in Mis. 
aissippi. 
The narrative is furnished by the 
whites, anil there is no likelihood that the 
negroes’ side of tho story wili ever be re­ 
ceived. 
But two accounts, differing some­ 
what in detail, are at hand. One of these 
begins with the statement that a white farm­ 
er’s gin house was burned several months 
since, that he attributed the fire to incendi­ 
aries. at once respected two negroes whom 
be had discharged from employment, and has 
since been working 'villi great diligence to 
secure sufficient evidence to warrant their 
arrest. 
It doe- not take a great deal of evi­ 
dence to induce a white magistrate to is-iie a 
warrant against a negro in Mississippi, and 
the length of time q>ent by tilts particular 
farmer in the pursuit gives the accusation a 
suspicious look. 
But the warrant was ob 
tamed at last. aud an officer was sent to serve 
It. 
He met one of the accused men on the 
street and attempted his arrect, but after a 
bloody fight in which the officer appears to 
have bos’n very roughly handled, he tied aud 
gathered a posse of a dozen white men to assist 
him. the intention tieing openly avowed that 
the offending negro w as to be I molted. 
Hut 
the negro had also improved his lime, and 
wheu the officer and his ponse returned fifty 
black men armed with rifles received them in 
ambush aud tired upon them with such 
deadly aim that every white man was either 
killed or wounded. 
The narrative ends with 
the statement that all the w hites and negroes 
in the vicinity are arming for a war of exter­ 
mination. Th* other account make* no meu 
tion of inccodiaraam. but relates that a negro 
who hail ta-en discharge!I from work by a 
farmer had stomal the little son of his em 
player in the garden la-caU'C lie refused lo 
talk with him. ami was badly riddled with 
buckshot by the boy** father 
The massacre 
grew out of an attempt to arrest this Degro 
And the statement is repe lled that both races 
are arming for a war of extermination 
Which of these two narratives is correct. 
and whichever party is to blame, the affair 
furnishes a new demonstration of the fact 
that the whites and the blacks do not ’’get 
along" well together at the South. 
This 
massacre is only an incident of the Irrepress­ 
ible conflict which has icon waged since 
emancipation, and will continue to la? waged 
until th e ‘ negro problem" is solved. 
It is 
altogether useless to argue this question with 
the white men of the Smth. to show them 
how harmoniously whites and blacks live to­ 
gether at the North, and how useful the lat­ 
ter could la* made if kindly an I justly tr ated. 
The eivi’dxation of the South is different 
froto that of the North. 
It is a civilisation 
that hail uegro slavery for iu iat'is. and the 
feeling of *ujH*riority engendered among the 
white* by two hundred years of domination 
over a servile jieopleis not to be eradicated in 
a day or a gent ration. 
Senator Ingalls expressed a very imjwrt- 
ant truth a few days ago to the declaration 
that the two races could never assimilate 
We sh all r >me much nearer a solution of the 
wbolff vexed question when this truth is un! 
verbally accepted 
Then Congress will un 
dcrlakc the colonization of the Southern dc 
grog* l»y themselves in a state all their own 
for which one of our own Western tern 
tories could be set aside or one of the North 
em stoles of Mexico purchased. 
This is the 
only practical solution Emigration to Africa 
and {south America has Doon tritsl, but 
the negro of the United States is no moic.au 
African than any white American, ami does 
not thrive in the Southern hemisphere 
Bul 
the separation here prop>>seil would open to 
the negroes the same opportunities for deve! 
opulent and progress aa are guaranteed to 
other citizens, while tile Saith would l»e re 
U«Yed of an clement dangerous to its |truce 
because of tins irrepressible con ti iii. aud 
would at once bicorne an attractive field for 
European emigrants, who now avoid it be 
cause the negro is there. 
If the negro wi re out of {volition the aclu 
lion would be quick and ea sy . 
But the coil 
ablution makes him a voter, and both par 
ties strive to utilize him at election lime 
T ut annual massacre at the South come* 
aoon after election, and it is not unlikely that 
the next mail will bring uews of awfully 
bloody work in Mississippi. 
The propoai 
tion 
of 
Congressman 
nates 
to 
dis­ 
franchise the 
negro, 
which 
is 
already 
practically 
accomplished 
wherever 
he 
refuses 
to 
vote 
the 
Democratic 
ticket, and to accept the reduced reprvsenta 
lion provided for in the constitution as a con 
sequence, goes to the very root of the mat 
ter. 
When this is accomplished the negro 
will be glad to set up in politics ami business 
by himself, ami the country will be willing to 
aid bim in getting established. 


ARE LABOR CO SFL ICTS PROFITABLE? 


The Bureau of Statistic* of Labor ha* is­ 
sued a report upon strike* and lockouts In 
the United States, which covers the six wars 
from 1881 to 1887. 
There were during this 
period -ii,’-SM strikes, in which 1.323 203 
workingmen took part. 
Before the begin 
aln; of these strikes there were 1,963.833 
people employed in the establishments con 
cerned iu them, at the end of the period the 
number employed wa* 1.633,047. The esiat - 
liahtueats in which or to influence which inc 
strikes took place had reduced the number 
of their employes more than 30.000 as one of 
the direct consequences 
Lockouts in the 
same six jears look place in 2,214 establish 
menu. 
Th* employes in these establish 
menu fell off from 173,270 in 1881 to 170,- 
144 
in 
1887. 
The 
number of work­ 
men 
locked 
out 
was 
160,823. 
In 
the strikes 88.5 per cent of the persons 
engaged were men and 11.5 per cent women. 
la the lockouU 69 per cent were men and 31 
percent women. 
In the five states of New 
York, Pennsylvania. Massachusetts, Ohio 
and Illinois occurred the greater number of 
Utnne disturbances—75 per cent of the strikes 
and 84 per cent of the lockouU. These states 
contain 49 per cent of all the manufacturing 
establishment* anil 58 per cent of all the cap­ 
ital invested in manufacturing in the United 
States 
Of the total number of strikes, 18,343 
were ordered by labor organizations, while in 
the M idi MtaWkhmenU la which lockouU 
loch p lan . 1.758 were made by combinations 
of employers 
In 10,753 strikes the victory 
was complete; in 3.004 the victory was par 
Ha), and in 8,910 there wee total failure. 
In 
the lockouts, on the other hand, the figure* 
OM more favorable lo labor. 
In 534 estab- 
IU the object of locking out the work­ 


ingmen was attained; iu 190 it was partially 
attained, and in 1.38M establishments it ut- 
terly failed 
The number of working people who par­ 
ticipated in successful strikes was 513,588; 
the number w ho participated in partially sue 
eessful strikes was 143,970. ami the uuuiber 
iii the failures was MO.396. 
Iii 4 3 44 estab­ 
lishments the strikes were begun for a reduc­ 
tion of hours of labor. 
In 1.0W eases the ob­ 
ject was gained; in 9*’>0 it was paitially 
gained, and in 2.323 it failed entirely. 
An 
increase of wage* was sought in 9.439 cares, 
and in ti,229 it was attained; in 790 success was 
partial, anil in 2.415 the st niggle w as w ithout 
result. 
The statistics of losses in these tailor con­ 
flicts of six years show that in the strikes the 
workingmen lost 351.811.723. anil as a result 
of the lockouts $*,157.71?, or about #40 for 
each man aud woman concerned. To support 
the striker* and the locked-out #4,430.195 was 
contributed by tailor organizations. 
The loss 
of employers during the strikes was $30,701.- 
553. anil iii the lockouts $3,402,261. 
On the whole it appears that the effort to 
adjust labor questions by force is a failure. 
ll takes a Lag time usually to effect a vic­ 
tory, a result generally quite doubtful, ami 
w hen it is secured a great deal of tailor has to 
In* done before the loss is recovered from. 
We recall a strike for an advance of 15 cents 
a day bv some people w hose average wages 
were #1.50 per day. They wete successful 
after waiting iu idleness for about three 
months. 
I bey h>t al»>ut #117 cath. 
To 
recover ibis loss from the advance of 15cents 
a iia_\ would require 780 days, or about two 
Tears and a half.

BLOODY RIOT IN THE SOUTH. 


WHITE AND COLORED MEN KILLED IN 
MISSISSIPPI.

M e m p h is , Tent)., Dec. 18.—A special to 
the Avalanche flout Columbus, Miss., says 
Hep.iris reached bere, Yesterday, of a riot lie 
tween whites aud negroes, at W ahulak, Miss. 
a staliou on the Mobile & Ohio Railroad, of 
about 200 inhabitants, that surpasses in hor 
ror anything that has happened in this State 
for years, and recalls most forcibly lite 
bloody riots of 1875. 
The particulars guilt 
eretl from the most reliable sources are as 
fallows; 
Sunday evening, two boys, one 
white, tile other a negro, got into a tight 
Thomus Nicholson,.the father of the white 
boy, attempted to separate them ,when Muury, 
the father of the negro, jum ped on him Hnd 
beat him most terribly. 
Nicholson swore 
out a warrant against Maury, which was 
placed in the hands of the constable. The con­ 
stable, ufter searching for Maury, found him 
with a crowd of other negroes barricaded in 
a house. 
They refused to pay any attention 
to the officer or his warrant and defied the 
law, saying Maury should not lie arrested. 
Not satisfied with defying the law they at 
tacked the officer and beat bim until he was 
more dead thuu alive before they would ab 
low him to fro. 
He returned to the town and 
summoned a posse of 12 white men, w ho pro­ 
ceeded at once lo (lie point where tile negroes 
were fortified, to demand the surrender of 
Maury. 
The negroes, however, had aban 
doueu their house and were secreted in the 
woods near by, and as the constable with 
his posse neared tile house they were fired 
upou from the ambush. 
Constable Cobb aud 
four of bis posse fell dead at lite first volley, 
and there was only one man antoug the 12 
w ho escaped entirely whole, some of them 
being very seriously wounded. 
The whites, 
seeing that they were only a handful com­ 
pared to the large crowds of negroes, who 
were opposed to them, aud who numbered 
several hundred, retreated, leaving their deud 
on Ute field, and followed by the jeers and 
shouts of the black murderers, 
who were 
armed to the teeth aud had used double bar­ 
relled shot guns with such deadly effect 
on 
the 
officers 
of 
lite 
law. 
Upon 
the 
return 
of 
the 
rem nant 
of 
the 
posse 
to 
the 
town, 
the 
scene was one of the wildest excitement. The 
situation was telegraphed to tile neighboring 
towns and preparations were at once made to 
attack the negroes as soon as reinforcements 
arrived. 
The news of the slaughter caused 
intense excitement wherever it was made 
known. 
Offers of assistance came from all 
quartets. 
A special train wus made up at 
Meridian, with about 75 determ ined men 
altoard, and left for the scene of the conflict. 
This number was increased at every station 
uloog tho roud. 
No engine could lie had 
uortb of W ahalak to take a special train. 
hut preparations were made at all poiuls to get 
on the evening train. 
Telegrams were sent 
from various points and preparations wen- 
made at almost every place along the line to 
send squads of armed men to the rescue. The 
negroes have not been idle. 
Reports from 
the country where they are congregating 
state that their num ber is Itcing continually 
Increased by reinforcements and that they 
arc fully armed and determ ined to fight to 
the end. 
Advices have just )>een received 
from the scene of the trouble that the negroes 
have become alarmed at the num ber of rein 
forcements which the whites have received 
from all quarters and have retreated to the 
swamps, where they are fortifying themselves 
and making evrry preparation to 
resist 
attacks. 
They are armed with shot guns, 
muskets and pistols and are abundantly sup 
plied with ammunition. 
The whites arc 
mostly nrmcd with VN inchestcr rifles, shot 
guns und some side arms, and are determined 
to put a stop to all such outbreaks. 
’The 
present scene of the trouble is about five 
miles from W ahalak aud re|K>rls are iiard to 
get. 
The telegraph office is crowded with 
cager faces waiting to catch every rumor 
from the seat of war. 
The latest reports are 
the

This, of course, In­

writing have received no orders front the 
Governor, and will not go as an organiza­

Since lite bulletins at the JJi»itafch office have 
been discontinued Ute negroes have quieted 
down and dispersed.

Tho affair is greatly regretted by all good 
citizens who foresee that m uch bloodshed 
may be the result, and while there is no 
doubt as to a lto will be the victors when the 
risis comes,still it isa most deplorable affair.
